The Evacuation 


THE outstunding event ef the past 
week has. been the evacuation of 
European women and children from 
the-Colony. Many. of those who had 
to go felt that they were ‘being 
penalised, those of other nationality 
who were not compelled to go, felt 
that the evacuces were privileged. 


‘A certaln amount of discomfort 
and dissalisfaction was Inscparable 
from such a movement, but the 
Irritation was probably not so much 
because of the actual journey, as of 
the circumstances and the reason 
which made the evacuation necess- 
ary. There is a- danger apparently 
“that Jf the Burma road is not closed 
the port of Hongkong may not), be 
kept open. The two places are 
hundreds of miles apart but fhe re- 
latlonship between them Is quite 
intimate. 


Why there should be this demand 
for the closure of the Burma route 
at this tlme of the year, when the 
weather now prevailing In Yunnan

British forces. are making life ex- 
tremely unpleasant for Italans in 
Libya, say military circles in London, 
On’ the outbreak ‘of. the war British 
armoured forces immediately cross- 
ed the frontier into Libya, complete- 
ly surprised the Italians, captured 
two forts and hod successful en- 
counters against smoller forts, the 
outstanding feature of the operations 
being the extraordinarily good co- 
operntion between the nir and ground 
forces, i 

For 13 days after the outbreak of 
war ®Brilish ormoured ‘forces were 
-more or less dominating a zone about 
60 miles deep on the Italian side of 
the frontier. They were continually 
coming into conflict with small! Ita- 
Nan forces, inflleting losses upon 
them, taking prisoners and captur- 
ing tanks and lorries, 

The Itallans who had 250,000 
rQops in Libya, sent forward -fairly 
strong forces of Italian soldiers to

ceeded-in reoccupying tho forts, but 
British light mobile forces are 
harassing their supply columns and 
cutting of their water supply. .
